To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Urban  District, 

Mr#  Chairman,  Madam  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upcn  the  Health  of 
Ware  for  the  year  ending  31  st  December,  1959*  This  report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circulare  1/60 
dated  8th  January,  i960* 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  body  of  the  report  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  has  again  been  excellent  with  an  increasing  birth  rate# 

There  have  again  been  no  maternal  deaths  and  while  the  total  number  of  deaths 
has  risen  from  129  in  1958  to  188  in  1959,  out  of  these  153  or  81  #4y 
were  over  the  age  of  65*  It  Y/ill  be  seen  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
has  risen  from  6# 71  to  29*76*  Though  this  at  first  would  appear  to  be  an 
alarming  figure  it  must  be  remembered  that  when  dealing  with  very  small  total 
quantities,  these  when  turned  into  rates  per  thousand  are  high#  As  it 
happens  the  actual  rise  in  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  has 
been  from  1  to  5* 

A  most  disturbing  event  which  affected  Ware  in  1959  was  an  outbreak 
of  Fowl  Pest  involving  a  broiler  plant  in  the  town*  In  consequence  of  this 
a  stand-still  order  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood#  As  a  result  of  this  order  no  fowl  manure  could  be  moved 
from  the  premises  for  a  period  of  6  weeks  at  the  height  of  tlje  summer 
with  consequences  to  the  inhabitants  of  Ware  which  o  an  tic®-  imagined# 

Although  this  event  is  rare  it  is  not  impossible  for  it  to  happen 
again  and  it  brings  home  the  danger  of  having  such  an  industry  in  the  centre 
of  the  town* 


Onoe  more  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  also  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  continued  interest  and  support  I  have  had  from  them  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  District.  I  am  also  grateful 
to  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  unvarying  help  and  to  Mr.  Lucas  and 
Mr*  Chapman  for  their  constant  assistance,  both  during  the  year  and  also  in 
the  preparation  of  the  statistical  portions  of  this  report*

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STATISTICS# 


The  population  of  the  District  has,  in  the  past  year,  risen  by  140  persons, 
the  inward  migration  of  160  persons  being  offset  by  a  natural  decrease  of  20. 
Strangely  enough  last  years  natural  increase  was  20*  The  population  of  Ware  has 
increased  from  8,890  in  1949  to  9,460  in  1959*  With  the  existing  and  antici¬ 
pated  acceleration  in  building  it  is  expected  that  the  population  increase  due  to 
inward  migration  will  soon  rise  to  five  figures* 

The  total  number  of  live  births  for  1959  was  168  while  that  for  19®  was  149* 
The  total  number  of  still  births  was  the  same  -2-  for  both  1958  and  1959*  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  Yiere  17*94  and  11*76  as  compared 
with  16*5  and  20*7  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  infant  deaths  and  the  deaths  at  all  ages  have  already  been  mentioned  in 
the  preface#  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  fact  of  Western  House  being  in 
Ware  must  have  a  considerable  effect  upon  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in 
the  District  and  also  upon  the  age  of  the  persons  so  registered. 

CAUSES  OR  DEATH* 

Coronary  disease  -  21  -  together  with  other  forms  of  Heart  Disease  made  up 
63  or  33*5%  of  the  total  deaths  while  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
constituted  40  or  21# 3%  of  the  deaths. 

The  figure  for  Carcin0ma  of  the  Lung  was  again  3,  all  three  occurring  in  men* 

While  there  was  one  death  in  Ware  due  to  a  motor  vehicle  accident  there  were 
6  attributable  to  Home  Accidents,  of  these  six,  five  occurred  in  children  in  a 
disastrous  fire  which  has  already  redeived  nation  wide  publicity#  Here  again  is 
to  be  seen  what  I  have  reiterated  on  many  different  occasions  that  accidents  in 
the  home  reap  a  much  greater  harvest  of  deaths  every  year  than  road  accidents# 

In  1959  deaths  from  home  accidents  exceeded  deaths  from  road  accidents  by 
approximately  1,000,  the  figures  being:-  Home  Accidents  6,920,  Road  Accidents  5,924# 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE# 

It  will  have  been  seen  that  the  figures  for  notifiable  disease  were  excep¬ 
tionally  low,  even  including  those  for  Measles,  which  had  its  customary  two- 
yearly  outburst*  It  should  be  noted  that  although  there  w&s  much  Influenza 
during  the  year,  this  disease  is  not  included  in  the  figures  as  it  has  not  been 
made  notifiable* 

It  is  once  again  a  great  satisfaction  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Poliomylitis, 
Pood  Poisoning  or  Dysentery  were  notified#

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  tuberculosis  register  opened  in  1959  with  67  cases  and  closed  at  the 
end  of  the.  yef&&  with  72  flWMsesJPulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  in  only 
one  resident,  but  there  were  7  inward  transfers,  making  a  total  of  8 
fresh  cases*  On  the  other  hand,  of  the  previously  existing  cases,  1  was  cured 
and  2  (l  n  on-pulmonary)  left  the  district*  The  excess  of  72  over  68  is  thus 
accounted  for# 

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS ,  1955-57* 

One  again  no  prosecutions  were  found  to  be  necessary  under  these 
Regulations  and  once  again  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  reported  during 
the  year#  Pood  premises  in  the  District  are  under  the  constant  supervision 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  excellent  results  obtained  and  reported 
upon  above  are  largely  due  to  their  care  and  vigilance* 

An  extensive  report  on  Pood  Poisoning  was  presented  to  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  December*  More  reference  to  this  and  the  response  it  evoked 
will  be  made  in  the  report  for  1960# 

THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTNACE  ACTS ,  1  948-51 « 

An  old  lady  aged  §3,  living  alone,  feeble  and  dependant  upon 
the  good  offices  of  neighbours,  was  visited  upon  2nd  March#  The  following 
day  she  was  seen  again  and  her  general  physical  condition  showed  considerable 
deterioration  even  in  a  matter  of  2 4  hours# 

As  she  refused  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily,  action  was  taken 
under  Section  47  of  the  above  named  Acts  and  she  was  admitted  to  Western  House 
Hospital  on  the  4th  March*  She  died  three  days  later* 

Fortunately  no  similar  cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  it  is 
always  repugnant  to  take  action  which  implies  interference  with  the  liberty' of  the 
subject* 

RADIATION  HAZARDS, 

The  general  public  is  now  very  much  aware  that  dangers  exist  from 
man-made  ionising  radiations  and  a  consideration  of  these  matters  is  part  of  the 
duties  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  wjko  is  statutorily  obliged  to  M inform 
himself  as  far  as  practicable  respecting  all  matters  affecting  or  likely  to  affect 
the  public  health  in  the  district  and  be  prepared  to  advise  the  local  authority  on 
any  such  matter’1# 

During  the  year  several  reports  were  made  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  on  matters  concerning  ionising  radiations  and  at  the  end  of  1959 
I  attended  in  London  a  weeks  course  in  Radiation  Hazards  organised  by  the  Services 
Croup  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health* 

A  Memorandum  issued  in  October  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  helped  to  clarify  the  relative  responsibilities  of  Cehtral 
and  Local  Authorities,  while  the  Radioactive  Substances  Bill  now  before

Parliament  should  result  in  information  of  practical  importance  being 
made  available  to  Local  Authorities® 

EXHAUST  FUMES  FROM  MOTOR  VEHICLES® 


Clouds  of  exhaust  fumes  from  motor  vehicles  are  generally 
associated  with  lorries  fitted  with  diesel  engines®  Such  fames  can  be 
both  a  nuisance  and  a  hazard  to  health®  They  are  especially  to  be 
encountered  on  main  roads  such  as  the  A®  10  which  runs  through  Ware® 

An  axopeal  was  made  during  the  year  to  the  Chief  Constable  of 
Hertfordshire  who,  himself  well  aware  of  this  nuisance  to  road  users,  kindly 
agreed  to  step  up  measures  in  the  campaign  against  offenders® 

HOUSING-. 

Seventy  six  new  dwellings  were  erected  during  1959  of  which 
eleven  were  built  by  the  Urban  District  Council®

In  emergency,  certain  (Medical)  specimens  can  be  examined 
at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Hertford  County  Hospital,  Hertford.

Most  of  tho  town  is  supplied  from  two  well#  sunk  in  chalk, 
one  at  Musley  Lane,  and  the  other  at  Musley  Hill,  the  former 
being  the  main  source  of  supply.  The  Highfields  area,  however, 
is  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  All  these  supplied 
are  chlorinated.

The  Council !s  swimming  hath  consists  of  an  open  air  pool  with  paved 
surrounds  and  diving  hoards*  There  is  a  paddling  pool  for  smaller  children. 

The  buildings  house  an  office,  changing  rooms,  plant  and  a  snack  har, 
spectators  seats  being  on  the  roof. 

Water  which  is  drawn  from  the  town  mains  is  treated  by  break  point 
chlorination  and  continuous  pressurised  sand  filtration.  The  plant  is  designed 
to  change  the  water  every  6  hours* 

Monthly  samples  cbf  water  taken  during  the  season  were  satisfactory* 

During  the  winter  filtration  media  has  been  renewed* 

Drainage  and  Sewera pie* 

No  major  work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year  although  sewers  have 
been  extended  to  deal  with  new  development.

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  tipped  at  the  Crane  Mead  site*

Thirty  five  houses  at  1st  January  1959  were  awaiting  clearance. 

Six  houses  were  actually  cleared  in  the  year  and  a  small  area  (No.  32-142 

and  144  Musley  Hill)  was  declared  unfit  on  the  29.  6.  59*  At  the  end  of  the  year  yl 

houses  in  declared  areas  were  standing. 

In  addition  to  area  No.  32,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represented 
23  houses  in  Crib  Street  and  Church  Street  for  clearance  procedure  and  this 
area  is  subject  to  the  Councils  final  decision.  Five  houses  in  this  group 
are  empty,  undertakings  not  to  relet  having  been  given  in  four  cases  and  a  closing 
order  made  on  the  fifth  house. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  Nos.  74*  153  and  135  Musley 
Hill  and  1  Hast  Street  was  represented  for  closure. 

Eighteen  houses,  Nos.  1  29  -  163  (odd  Nos.)  Musley  Hill  were  scheduled 
for  future  clearance  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  25*5*59  but 
two  of  them,  Nos.  153  and  155  presented  difficulties  justifying  immediate  action 
by  demolition  orders  made  on  the  28.12.59* 

This  may  be  summarised  as  70  houses  for  clearance  in  declared  or 
proposed  areas.  Six  houses  were  also  subject  to  demolition  order  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

Nuisances. 

Keeping  of  Animals. 

Thirteen  complaints  v/ere  received  about  the  v/hoiesale  poultry  rearing 
premises  in  a.  residential  area#  These  v\rere  made  over  a  period  of  eight  months 
from  March  to  November.  Undoubtedly  many  complaints  were  made  direct  to 
Councillors  and  probably  to  the  Company. 


The  first  concerning  blue  bottles  could  not  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the 
poultry  business.  Plies  and  bluebottles  ©merged  at  the  beginning  of  March  owing 
to  the  very  warm  weather  which  prevailed  for  a  few  days. 


Three  residents  complained  about  litter  dumped  at  the  rear  of  their 
houses  in  Princes  Street.  This  caused  a  nuisance  until  dug  in  for  rain  followed 
the  early  warm  spell.  One  resident,  who  algo  complained  in  1958  objected  to  the 
smell.  Their  bungalow  is  on  higher  ground  than  the  poultry  houses  and  the  odour 
probably  tends  to  drop  and  settle  on  still  days.  With  50*800  or  more  chickens 
on  six  floors  of  two  disused  maltings,  despite  extractor  fans,  there  is  a.  build  up 
of  the  typical  'fowl*  smell  which  can  be  detected  in  the  immediate  vicinity  on  mo 
days  and  definitely  lingers  when  the  air  is  still  and  humid*  The  fans  draw  off 
the  air  from  the  floors  and  disperse  at  roof  level. 


*

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On  the  18th  March,  following  the  five  complaints  detailed,  another 
outbreak  of  Fowl  Pest  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries 
and  Food.  The  first  occurred  in  April  1958.  About  100  Tons  of  litter  from 
the  floors  was  stacked  by  the  order  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  at  the 
premises  for  six  weeks,  but  it  was  five  months  before  all  the  finely  divided 
peat  b as e^  ,  containing  the  droppings  was  removed,  manure  not  being  in  demand  by 
farmers  at  that  time  of  the  year.  During  this  period  of  five  months,  seven 
complaints  were  received  either  about  dust  or  smell  from  the  manure.  In 
1958  complaints  were  made  about  litter  spilled  from  the  lorries  when  the  first 
outbreak  00  curred  and  after  representations  from  the  Council  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  in  August  1959  promised ’that  fullest  consideration  will  be 
given  to  the  removal  of  the  litter  as  soon  as  initial  disinfection  is  completed, 
i.  e.  within  a  few  days  of  confirmation  of  the  disease.  As  wood  shavings  sire  now 
being  used  their  removal  will  not  involve  as  much  risk  of  spread  of  virus  as  in  the 
case  of  peat  mould. M 

During  November  1959  one  complaint  was  made  about  the  smell  from  the 
droppings  of  16,000  birds  kept  in  batteries  or  cages  on  one  floor.  Rolls  of 
special  soluble  paper  for  the  droppings  are  used  and  are  withdrawn  two  or  three 
times  weekly.  These  droppings  are  removed  to  a  new  concrete  floor,  originally 
a  malting  kiln,  and  the  emanations  escape  through  the  roof  ventilate*.  These 
crude  droppings  are  and- -be come  rapidly  far  more  offensive  than  the  littlr  used 
on  the  other  floors.  A  further  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Jjpood 
stop  order  on  manure  removal  in  March  i960  proved  that  slight  delays  in  the  prompt 
removal  of  these  droppings  produces  such  an  intolerable  stench  throughout  the 
neighbourhood  during  the  loading  process  that  complaints  are  bound  to  occur  and 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  residents  will  tolerate  this  without  bitter  complainto 

Flies. 

The  Council  acted  under  the  powers  of  Section  179  by  exhibiting  48 
’Fly’  Posters  throughout  the  town  and  on  Council  vehicles  and  by  distributing 
to  shopkeepers  500  pamphlets  ’Kill  that  Fly1#  Dustbin  stickers  with  the  words 
’Replace  Lid1  -  Kill  all  flies*  were  fixed  to  dustbin  lids  throughout  the  town# 

Smoke. 


Five  complaints  were  received  about  smoke  nuisances.  Two  related  to 
’smuts*  from  the  chimney  of  Western  House  (Public  Institution)  but  being  a  hand 
fired  solid  fuel  boiler,  some  nuisance  is  almost  inevitable,  especially  with  the 
houses  on  higher  ground  and  to  wdndward.  The  County  Council  have  plans  for  a  chang 
to  oil  as  soon  as  possible.  Two  related  to  a  factory  but  no  nuisance 

was  confirmed  on  observation  and  one  related  to  a  small  factory  oil  burning  plant 
which  was  quickly  rectified#

A  private  sewer  serving  a  large  nursing  home  and  bungalow  frequently 
blocked  owing  to  roots  growing  into  the  pipe  joints  and  overflowed  over  the 
public  highway.  This  was  relaid©

Eight  caravans  were  moved  off  land  in  the  district  with  the  co-operation 
of  police  and  the  land  owners.  Licences  were  granted  to  station  two  caravans 
in  connection  with  workers  employed  on  building  sites  for  short  periods©
